The cost of this feed and one set 
of dies with fixtures would probably come to about 350.00 and the net cost of press is $250.00 
making total cost 600.00 net and would pay freight to Philadelphia. We are willing to make a die 
and punch and do some preliminary experimenting without cost to you — to see what success we 


obtain in getting the scrap well out of the way — and we will do this very soon.
